Individualist cannot concieve of man- 
kind obtaining a living by any other 
method than the brutal one of the 
Robber Knight when 


"He might take who had the power, 
And he may keep, who can."' 
That the present capitalistic era 


recognizes cunning or "shrewdness,' 
(that is, mental might) Instead o: 
physical might, enters very slightly 
or not at all, Into the question^ 


Thus, the paradoxical teaching o 


the Individualistic Christian says, In 
effect, to Man: "You may obtain 
food, clothing and shelter for you 
bodies under the rules of the 
olc 


brutal game of Capitalism, 'whos 
motto is, "Do others before they d 
you," only keep within the rules of 
the Game! But as to your spiritual 
affairs, you mast love your neigh- 
bors as yourself, and abide by the 
Golden Rule: "Do unto others as 
you would that they should do unto 
you."

give his name to the inspector hi charge of the ballot box, hand him 
his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of tho voting place.. 


A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable 


to read or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark 
his ballot can have assistance of one or two election officers in mark- 
ing same to be chosen by the voter; and if he declares he is totally 
blind he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among- 
the legal voters of the county. The presiding officer may adminis- 
ter an oath in his discretion as to such person's disability.
